The school children of South San 
Francisco proved themselves hustlers 
this week when they collected $190.50 
, on "Tag Day’’ for the benefit of the 
Children’s Home Society of California. 
If any person in South San Francisco 
failed to wear one of the little red 
hearts that marked him as a con¬ 
tributor to the cause of providing 
homes for homeless children, it was 
not the fault of the children. Prac¬ 
tically all the children of the gram-* 
mar school worked in the good cause 
and all were more or less successful, 
but to the fourth grade went the 
honor of taking in the largest amount, 
it having collected over $30. 

Mrs. Mildred B. Kennedy, a field 
worker, of the extension department 
of the society, visited South San Fran¬ 
cisco Friday, explained the purpose 
the money was to be put to to the 
children in the school, and gave out 
the hearts. Monday the youngsters 
went to work with a will. Each child 
selling $1 or more was given a silk 
flag. The fourth grade was given a 
California pennant. 

In a visit to the office of this paper 
Mrs. Kennedy told something of the 
society and the work that the efforts 
of the children is helping to finance. 
According to Mrs. Kennedy, the or¬ 
ganization has placed 4000 children 
in homes since it was established. 
Last year air e it found homes for 
569 little ones. One of the slogans 
for the society is "If you know of a 
child needing a home or a home need¬ 
ing a child, Let us know.” 

Mrs. Kennedy stated thafc following 
flic great war and afterward the epi¬ 
demic of influenza, the number of 
homeless children was vastly in¬ 
creased, lint flic society lias up to the 
present time met every demand made 
upon it. It is supported entirely by 
voluntary contributions, and tlie work 
of school children in “Tag Days” over 
the state is a great assistance. 

Mrs. Kennedy expressed herself as 
greatly pleased at the work of the 
children in this city.

According to the testimony of ‘em¬ 
ployees of the yard, given at the cor¬ 
oner’s inquest held at the Nieri under¬ 
taking parlors Tuesday morning, the 
staging is believed to have been per¬ 
fectly sound and gave way only to an 
extraordinarily heavy gust of wind.

SCHAW-BATCHER SHIP 

DAMAGED BY BLAZE 


A fire that threatened for a time 
to spread to disastrous dimensions 
broke out Sunday morning in Hull No. 
15 at tlte Scliaw-Batcher shipyard. 
This hull is now nearing completion 
and owing to its being Sunday only 
a small number of employees were In 
file yard at (lie time. The blaze, start¬ 
ing in the cold storage room of the 
vessel, had gained considerable head¬ 
way before its discovery, but was 
soon put out by employees, the dam¬ 
age being confined to file cold storage 
and officers’ mess rooms. An attempt 
was made to call the South San Fran¬ 
cisco fire department, but owing to a 
cross circuit with liigh-power lines 
near the Pacific Coast steel mill the 
telephone was out of order. When at 
last communication was established 
witli the fire department, a quick run 
was made to the shipyard, but the 
blaze was out when the department 
arrived. The management of the yard 
expressed appreciation for the quick- 
response the firemen made when they 
learned of the blaze. 

Tile cause of the fire is unknown.

East Is Against West on $t. Lawrence Improvement 


ASHINGTON.—The question whether or not it is advisable to improve 
the St. Lawrence river so that ports on the Great Lakes will have 


access 

eastward to the sea, s»o that deep draft ocean-going freighters can load at Chi¬ 
cago and other lake ports is now up 
in earnest. Hearings have begun and 
the commissioners have decided to vis¬ 
it Chicago and other ports so that 
they may be able to get the views of 
shippers at first hand. 

The first hearing of the interna¬ 
tional waterways commission took 
place in Buffalo. As the proposed im¬ 
provements are along the boundary 
line between the United States and 
Canada, both nations are represented 
on the commission. The United States 
Maine; R. B. Glenn of North Carolina, 
The Canadians are Charles A. McGrath, 
Mr. Gardner is chairman. The points 

to be considored by the commission come under the following heads: (1) De¬ 
sirability of the suggested waterway; (2) probable effect of the improvement 
on the development of commerce, both on the Great Lakes and between lake 
ports and the seaboard; (8) influence of the improvements on the industrial 
development on either side of the border, it being estimated that fully 2,500,- 
000 horse power can be developed; (4) effect on existing, or projected, water 
routes between the Great Lakes and the Atlantic, with special reference to 
the New York barge canal. 

During the hearing at Buffalo it developed that representatives of the 
New York barge canal, together with interests along its line, are antagonistic 
to the proposed St. Lawrence development. All of those who represent the 
West are in favor of the project.

Civil Service a “Scientific Raid on Treasury?

A SERIOUS move to reorganize the vast civil service of the federal govern¬ 
ment on a scientific basis involving a reclassification of jobs and the elimi¬ 
nation of inequalities of pay, inefficiency of management and political influ¬ 
ence is in progress. 

The Joint commission on the re¬ 
classification of tlie 100,000 federul 
employees in the District of Columbia 
will report to congress a compre¬ 
hensive reform plan worked out with 
the assistance of a stuff of experts 
from Arthur Young & Co., the Chicago 
accounting concern which recently re¬ 
classified the 00,000 government em¬ 
ployees of Canada. 

Representative Mann of Illinois 
some time ago described the work of 
the commission as “a scientific raid upon the treasury.” Many hold this view 
and as a result strong opposition to the proposed legislation Is expected, par¬ 
ticularly in view of the present condition of the nation’s finances. 

“Equal pay for equal work,” will lie the rule if congress adopts the pro¬ 
posals of tiie commission, whose report is to form the basis of consideration 
of a readjustment of salaries to meet the increased cost of living, a condition 
which has been dealt with crudely in the last two years by voting a bonus of 
$240 a year to each civil employee. 

One questionnaire was returned with the notation: "This man has been 
on the puy roll thirty years, hut is an invalid and lias not been at his desk for 
the last ten years.” 

In one bureau stenographers were receiving $1,800 a year, while in nn- 
♦th<4 bureau, which had been unable to Impress congress with its necessities, 
stenographers doing identical work were receiving $000. 

One of the recommendations was to appoint a woman to the civil service 
commission, it having been found that more tliau half of the federal employees 
are women.

CARPENTIER IS 


A MODEST CHAP 


(By Franklin B. Morse.) 

Pacific Sports Service. 

No pugilist in the history of ring- 
dom lias earned the respect of the 
public as lias Georges Oarpentier, the 
French heavyweight champion of 
Europe. This is not confined to those 
who are actively interested in ring 
affairs, but includes persons in all 
walks of life, men and women. Since 
his arrival in this country he has en¬ 
hanced his reputation by his modest 
bearing. It has been an infinite relief 
to the rending public to get away from 
the mouthings, bragging and swash¬ 
buckling tactics of the average Ameri¬ 
can pugilist and his manager. 

While ills personality alone would 
be sufficient to give Carpentier the 
enviable position he holds in the esti¬ 
mation of the public, it is the fact 
that ho is a real fighting man who 
went into the grim realities of death- 
battles that has added to this. That 
he played a man’s part in the greatest 
tragedy in the world’s history is evi¬ 
denced by the fact that he lias numer¬ 
ous citations from army compianders, 
as well as being decorated for valor 
on the field. Oarpentier made huge 
sacrifices, working for a few cents a 
day as well as risking his life, while 
his American contemporary, Jack 
Dempsey, now is charged with run¬ 
ning out of it by grasping at any of 
the excuses offered that would keep 
ldm away from the fighting front. 

A little incident is characteristic of 
the man and shows him to be pos¬ 
sessed of sentiment. It is noted that

In a good season a tree* 15 inches in diameter will yield sufficient sap to 
make from one to six quarts of sirup, which in mm can be concent rated into 
two to ten pounds of sugar. 

Discovery was made by government investigators of many groves of sugar 
maples in North Carolina, one of which is probably larger than any now to 
he found in New England. The owners, being unaware of tne value of the 
trees from the maple sugar standpoint, had begun cutting them for lumber at 
an average return of less titan $1 a tree. 

Last season, upon suggestion of government experts, these groves .were 
tapped and yielded sirup t list t sold for $4 a gallon. Revelation of the potential 
value of the groves induced the owners to plan more extensive operations for 
tills spring.
